Green is uſed on all Sundays and Fe 
rias from 'Trinity-Sunday to Advent excluſively, and fro , 
the Octave of the Epiphany to Septuageſima excluſively 
whenever the Office is of the Sunday; but in the Paſchal ting a1 
the white is uſed.

ful Impediment, are obliged to be . preſent at the moſt 
adorable ſacrifice of the Maſs. And it is transferred from 
the Fewwi/> Sabbath to the day following, in memory that 
Chrift our Lord roſe from the dead, and Font down the Holy 
Ghoſt on that Day, whence it is called, The Lord's Day; and 
Sunday from the Heathens dedicating it to the Sun. 
Jauuary 1. The CIRCUMCISION of our LORD JESUS 
CHRIST, called Neav, Year's-Day, is a Feaſt of OBLIGA. 
TION, that ts, the Church demands of every one who is 
not prevented by infirmity, diſtance, vr particular fituation 
in life, to be preſent at the moſt adorable Sacrifice of 
the Maſs; and the like is to be obſerved on all other days 
which are marked of Obligation, but the abſent are not to 


infer from the lawful Impediments to their being preſent, 


that they are quitted from the obligation, they may inten- 
tionally preſent themſelves to join with thoſe who are pre- 
ſent at the Maſs. And if convenient, make uſe of fuch 


_ Devotions as are. allotted to the time, or by ſaying the

Feb. 2. Candlemas-Day or the Purification of the B. Virgin, 
1 Feaſt of Devotion, that is, all who can, would do well to 
bear Maſs—but the Precept of Obligation by a late Grant 18 
I diſpenſed with. It is in Memory and Honour both of 
the Preſentation of our bleſſed Lord, and the Purification of the 
Virgin Mary, in the Temple of Jeruſalem, the fortieth day 
after her happy delivery, according to the Law of Moſer, 
Lev. xii. And is called Puriſication; from the Latin Word 
wifco, which ſignifies to purify; not that the bleſſed Virgn 
* contracted any Sin by her Child-birth which needed 
purifying, (being the Mother of Purity itſelf) but beeauſe 
other Women were, by this ceremonious Rite, freed from 
the legal Impurity of Child-birth, to which, out of her great 
Humility, ſhe ſubmitted, It is called Cardlemas, becauſe 
before Maſs is ſaid, the Church bleſſes her Candles for the 
whole Year, and makes a Proceſſion with them in the Hands 
of the Faithful, in Memory of the Light wherewith Chriſt 
illuminated the whole Church at his Preſentation, when old

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The hour cometh, and now is, when the true worſhippers all 
aworſhip the Father in Spirit and in Truth; 7 147 the Father feeketh 
ſuch to av9r/hip him. God is a Spirit, and t ey who worſhip him, 
muſt aonſbip him in Spirit and in Trath, John iv. 23. 


B- theſe words our divine Redeemer manifeſtly fignifies 
that by the preaching of the Goſpel, mankind ſhould 
be.enlightened with ſuch a knowledge of the true worſhip 
which 1s due to the Sovereign Lord of heaven and earth ; 
s no longer to imagine that by the mere exteriour obſer- 


rance of religious rites, ceremonies, and inſtitutions, they 


they could become agreeable to God, who ſought not the 
gifts, and other exterior obſervances of his people; but 
their hearts, their will, and their obedience to his com- 
mands. As the Samaritan woman, with whom he then con- 
verſed, enquired of him concerning the particular place 
where the worſhip that was offered to God was moſt agree- 


able to him; he took. occaſion from her queſtion, not only to 


inform her that the true worſhip which God expected from 
his creatures, would be acceptable in whatever part of the 


world it ſhould be offered: but alſo to rectify an erroneous. 


notion, very prevalent in thoſe days, concerning the very 
efence of that worſhip. For this reaſon he gives her to 
underſtand, that though God himſelf had inſtituted certain 
acrifices, oblations, * faſts, and the obſervance 


of 
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of new moons, ſabbaths, and other feſtivals: yet that theſe 
were only the external tokens of their acknowledgment 
of his ſupreme dominion over his creatures; and far from 
being the entire worſhip which he expected from their 
hands. God, ſays the Prophet Iſaiah i. 1. gts not in the 
blood of bulls, or of lambs, or of goats. He is a ſpirit, an( 
therefore the principal part of the worſhip which he expects 
from his creatures is ſpiritual ; ſuch as conſiſts in an interna] 
conviction that your exiſtence depends entirely on him: in 
a perpetual interior adoration of him: in thankſgivin 
for his favours and mercies: in having recourſe to him 
in the times of your affliction and neceſſity: in a ſincere 
repentance of the ſins you have committed againſt him: and 
in a love of him with your whole heart and foul, manifeſted 
by a ready and perfect obedience to all his divine com- 
thands. Wherefore to endeavour to rectify whatever falſe 
notions you may hitherto have entertained concerning the 
Homage which you ought to render to your God; I propoſe, 
I. To ſhew you the importance of joining a ſincere inten- 


tion and attention to God, with the outward performance 


ot every due. ; 5 . 

II. By examining your performance of one act of your 
Chriſtian duty, will give you an opportunity of judging 
whether you do, or do not, render to God that worſhip in 
ſpirit and in truth, which, according to the words of our 
Saviour, he expects at your hands. 5 

In reading the ne- Teſtament we may obſerve that when 
our Saviour lived on earth, the Phariſees were extremely 
punctual in the exterior obſervance of every thing that was 
preſcribed in the Law of Moſes. The proud Phariſee who 
went into the temple to pray, Luke xviii. 10. gave God 
thanks that he was not like other men, an extortioner, unjuſt, 
or an adulterer; he declared that he faſted twice in the 
week, and gave tithes of all that he poſſeſſed. The other 
Phariſee who invited our Saviour to dine with him, Song 
himſelf ſo punctual an obſerver of the law, and therefore 
fo holy, that he would not ſuffer ſuch a ſinner as Mary 
Magda ene to approach to him, though ſhe came to bewall 
her ſins with tears of true repentance. Our Saviour himſelf 
bears witneſs that the Phariſees were very exact in paying 
tythe of mint and rue and other herbs, Lule xi. 42. And 
ſo apparently r were they with regard to the exte- 


rior obſervance of the moſt trifling things preſcribed * 
| e 


the Law, or invented by themſehves as a kind of fene 
to their Law; that they looked on it as a fault, that qu 


Saviour and his Apoſtles ſat down to meat without waſhing Yi 


their hands, Matt. xv. 2. What greater ſtrictneſs then gan 
any man obſerve than that of the Phariſees? Yet notwith- 
ſanding all this punctuality, their performances did not 
render them agreeable in the eyes of God: wherefore our 
Saviour fays to his diſciples, Mat. v. 20. Ferily I ſay unte 
you, that except your righteouſneſs Hall exceed that of the Scribes 
and Phariſees, ye ſhall not enter into the kingdom of heaven. 
By what means then can our righteouſneſs exceed that of the 
Scribes and Phariſees; unleſs by joining to our outward per- 
formances, that ſpiritual interior worſhip which gives to 
every action its value of virtuous merit. It is true our 
Saviour calls the Scribes and Phariſees hypocrites, and ſays,

they did all their works to be ſeen of men: yet be no 


where declares this to have been their only motive for doing 
them, If indeed it had been their only motive, we maß 
reaſonably believe that ſuch glaring hypocriſy could not 
have been concealed from their own knowledge: and con- 
fequently they could not have imagined themſelves to 
be ſo holy, as to think themſelves defiled by the touch of a 
profane perſon. We may therefore reaſonably conclude 
that they performed their works becauſe they were pre- 
feribed by the Law of God: yet contented themſelves 
with the outward performance, without being accompanied 
with that love of God, and that pure defire and intention. 
of fulfilling his holy will, which ought to have been the 
only motive of their works. So that all their Religion 
conſiſted in mere outfide ſhow : and was totally deftitute of 
the inward worſhip which God chiefly expected from them. 
Wherefore, my dear Brethren, although you never omit 
your accuſtomed exerciſes or forms ol ayer; although 
you outwardly obſerve the faſts appointed by the Church x 
although you give alms to the poor; conſtantly attend the 
folemn warſhip of God ; and frequent the Sacraments: yet 
it theſe things are done more out of cuſtom, than a purg 
wention of glorifying God; what reward can you expe 
preater than that = the — * ae ne wha were

Teribes : and that you have prayed like a Chriſtian; when 
in the temple of God, you have recited a ſet form of words 

which is commonly called a prayer: or that by beſtowing a 
few pence on one of your indigent fellow creatures, you 
Have complied with the Gofpel precept of giving alms 
according to your ability: hear what St. Paul ſays in his 
Arſt Epiſtle to the Corinthians, xiii. 2. Though I bawe all 
Faith fo that I could remove mountains, and have not Charity, I 

am nothing. And though I beſtow all my goods to feed the 
poor, and though I give my body to be Burned, and have not 

Charity it profiteth me nothing. In theſe words the Apoſtle 

makes an evident diſtinction between the outward action, 
and the inward motive that ſhould ſpur us on to perform 

that outward action. For he intimates that though we give 
all our goods to feed the poor, yet this gift may not 
be accompanied with charity : and if not, it would profit 
us nothing, What then is this charity, without which 
neither Faith nor Alms can make us agreeable to God; but 
that divine virtue deſcending from the Father of Lights 
into the hearts of the faithful, which excites us to love him, 
and to dedicate our whole lives to his ſervice: which 
engages us to perform all our actions out of a pure motive 
of the . becauſe he has commanded them; and 
which engages us to fulfill the precept which he has 
given us by the Apoſtle, 1 Cor. x. 31. that awhether ave eat, 
or evhether awe drink, or whatſoever elſe ave do, aue ſhould db 
all to the glory of God, If then we can render glory to God 
even by eating and drinking: and if he expects that 
we ſhould glorify him by performing theſe, which are the 
moſt ordinary actions of our lives, with a pure intention: 
how much more does he expect that we ſhould glorify him 
in the performance of the ſolemn acts of Religion: in thoſe 
acts which ought to have no other tendency than to ac- 
knowledge his ſupreme dominion over us, to promote his 

praiſe, and to fave our own ſouls. 5 

There are two paſſages in the new Teſtament, which in 

_ ſtriking manner give us to underſtand, how much the 
value of any action depends, in the fight of God, upon the 

. purity of the intention with which we perform it. On 
à certain occaſion our Saviour ſaid to his diſciples, Mart. x. 
42. Whofeever fall give to one of theſe little ones a cup 7 call 
water only in the name of a diſciple, he Hall in no wife toje hit

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ward, What can be of leſs value than a cup of cold 
* Vet 1 ſoever the gift be in itſelf; it is 
ennobled _ ctified by the intention of the giver. As 
being done for the ſake of God, it thereby is accompanied 
with a ſpiritual act of his worſhip, and therefore ſhall in no 
wife loſe its reward. Again, when he ſaw the Phariſees 


caſting their gifts into the treaſury of the Temple, he 


obſerved a poor avidoww abe caft in only two mites, which as 
the ſcripture ſays, make but one farthing: but becauſe 
it was all ſhe had, and the gave it with a willing heart for 
the honour of God, and the advancement of his worſhip, he 
preferred it to all the rich gifts of the Phariſees, Mark xii. 
43. From hence we may conclude, that it is not merely 
your punctuality in the outward obſervance of the faſts, the 
recital of the prayers, and the diftribution of the alms to- 
which you think yourſelves obliged, in conformity to the 
Laws of Gad, of the Church, or according to the common 
practice of Chriſtians: but I will fay more: It is not your 
frequent exterior faſting ; your daily corporal attendance 
at the publick worſhip of God; your frequent, your numerous 
or lang continued prayers, or the largeneſ of your alms that 
God regards: but it is the worſhip of him'in ſpirit and in 
truth; it is that internal homage and adoration, that ardent 
love of God, that ſpirit of devotion and affection for him, 
that ga attention to him in all your performances, that 
earneſt deſire and intention of performing them becauſe 
he has commanded” them, which ſhould accompany each of 
theſe exterior actions; that makes them agreeable in his 
fight. If your outward obſeryances of his Law, are accom- 
panied with theſe diſpoſitions and ſentiments; if they are 


done with an intention to pleaſe him; if you offer them to 


him as ſo many acts of the homage and adoration which is 
due to him; and if you perform them as teſtimonials of 
your obedience to his divine commands: the otherwiſe

.nvho is in heaven. Hor many will ſay to him in the day if 
ud ment; Lord; have we nat prophefied in thy name, and 
in thy name caſt out devils, and in thy name done many wonder- 
Jad works? Vet he will anſwer them, I newer know you; 
adepart from me ye who wark iniquity. Can we infer from 
this reply, that in the day of judgment, our Saviour will 
not acknowledge thoſe, who have been his true diſciples“ 
Or ought we not rather to conclude, that thoſe perſons 
were not really his diſciples, notwithſtanding their outward 
profeſſion of his faith? And indeed, how can any one be 
ronſidered as a diſciple of him, to whoſe precepts they pay 
no regard? If therefore in order to become true diſciples 
of JeſusChriſt, it be neceſſary for us to obey his commands:

Vou may remember that J propoſed to examine only one 
example of the manner in which Chriſtians generally per- 
form their duty to God: and if they were found perfect in 


other acts of their duty, they likewiſe worſhipped their God 
in ſpirit and in truth, or if defective in this, they were like. 
wiſedefective in all the reſt. You perceive the example Thave 
choſen, is the duty of prayer; which being in a particular 
manner called by the name of the worſhip of God; is there- 
» | | ore 
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fore in an eſpecial manner entitled to be the ſubject of our 
conſideration. But though prayer be one of the chief acts 


by which we render honour to God, yet it 1s not the only 
one. For whatſoever he has commanded, either by him- 
ſelf, by his Apoſtles, or by his Church, ſuch as your faſts, 


your alms, your attendance at the ſolemn worſhip of God 
on Sundays and Feſtivals, your participation of the Sacra- 
ments, and every thing elſe preſcribed in the Goſpel, are 
equally acts of your Chriſtian duty: and by performing 
them with a pure intention of obedience to the commands 
of God, and with a conſtant attention of the ſoul to him; 
you by them equally wornip the Father in ſpirit and in 
truth. But if they be deftitute of this intention and atten- 
tion, none of them can be that worſhip of God in ſpirit 
and truth which he expects at your hands. = 

You only, dear Chriſtians, can judge of what paſſes 


within your own ſouls at the time when you perform any of 


the duties required by the goſpel ; and therefore you only 
can certainty know whether you do, or do not, perform 
thoſe duties in ſuch a manner as to render to God that 
homage of ſpiritual worſhip which you acknowledge to be 
his due. But, if at the very time of your prayers, whieh 
ycu know to be, and call by the name of the worſhip 
of God; your conſciences inform you that they are not 


accompanied with that interior and ſpiritual worſhip with- 


out which they cannot be pleaſing to God: if inſtead of 


reverence, you are regardleſs of his divine Fr it 


inſtead of attention to the words and ſenſe of the petition 
which you are preſenting to him, your thoughts are turned 
to your temporal ſchemes or amuſements; if inftead of 


eing ſenſible of your frailties and miferies, and of the 
need you have of his grace, to ſupport and deliver you 


from thoſe frailties and miſeries; you are fully ſatisfied 
with your preſent condition, ealy under all your wants, 
think like the proud Phariſee, that you ſtand in need of 


nothing, and expect nothing from his hands; or if you in- 


d>ed aſk, yet aſk with ſuch careleſſneſs and indifference, as 
indicates that you are not ſolicitous whether he grants or 
rfuſes your requeſt : can it be imagined that you pay more 


attention to him in the performance of thoſe things, which 


do net at firſt fight ſeem to have ſo near a relation to 
the adyancement of his glory. or ſo much a part of his wor-

ſhip as your prayers? In ſuch circumſtances how can you 
perſuade yourſelves that the regularityof your attendance at 
the ſolemn ſervice of the Church, is an effect of your love 
of God, and your ready obedience to his divine commands; 
and not rather the effect of cuſtom, merely to avoid giving 
ſcandal, or for other human reſpects: that your faſts 
do not proceed from the ſame cauſe: that your alms are not 
the effect of that mere natural compaſſion for the miſeries 
of your fellow creatures, which is often to be found in 
the breaſt of a Pagan, who never heard of the divine pre- 
cepts of Chriſtianity, or which you yourſelves often expe- 
rience for a ſuffering brute? Ah, my dear Chriſtians, if 
your prayers be eſſentially defective, all your other actions 
will be ſo too; if at thoſe times you think not of God nor 
of what you ſay, you will not pay a greater attention 
to him in the performance of your other duties: if the moſt 
' ſolemn and expreſs acts of your external worſhip of God, 
are deſtitute of the internal ſentiments and affections, which 
make the great difference between Phariſaical and Chriſtian 
worſhip: all your other duties will be equally void of the 
ſame internal ſentiments and affections, equally empty and 
uſeteſs ceremonies, and far from that avor/2ip of God in /piri 
and in truth, which our Saviour declared ſhould be rendered 
to his heavenly Father under the Chriſtian diſpenſation. 
If you defire to be true diſciples of Jeſus Chriſt, and to 
render to God an acceptable ſervice ; attend not only to his 
precepts, but alſo to his example, which he deſigned to he 
2 pattern for your 1mitation ; and ſee in what man he 
glorified his heavenly Father in every action of his mortal 
Iife. Before his incarnation, the royal Prophet, ſpeaking 
in his perſon, declares his readineſs to do in all things the 
will of his heavenly Father, P/alm xxxix. 8. In the begin- 
ning of the book it is auritten of me that T ſhould ds thy vill: ny 
God, I am willing, and have thy Law in the midſt 1 
my heart.

will one day beſtow upon you for their due performance. 


By acting in conformity to theſe conſiderations, every duty 


you diſcharge, and even the moſt ordinary actions of your 


life, will become acts of the ſpiritual worſhip of God: you 


will then, according to the prediction of your Saviour, 
av9;/bip the Father in ſpirit and in truth: and he whom you 
worſhip on earth according to his deſire, will hereafter 
tranſlate you to thoſe manſions of inconceivable bliſs, where 
with the Saints and Angels you ſhall continue to worſhip.
